A BYLINER IN DIE WELT OE HAMBURG JUDGED THAT DESPITE KISSINGER'S

MATION, "THE MIDDLE EAST MISSION REALLY BELONGS AMONG THE

CONSERVATIVE IL TEMPO OF ROME'S JERUSALEM CORRESPONDENT ROTE THAT
